T 4 Natarall for all men 
when they are ſtraitned 
with feares, or actuall infoli- 
cities, to run for ſuccour, to 
what their fancy or the next 
opportunity preſents, as an 
iuſtrument of their eaſe aud 
I — —remedy. But that which di- 
tinguiſbes men in theſe caſes, is the chojce of thein 
Sanctnary: for to rely upon the Reeds of Egypt, or 
roſnatch at the Bulruſhes of Nilus, may wel be- 
come a drowning man, whoſe reaſon is ſo wholly iu. 
vaded and ſurprized by feare. as to be uſeleſſe to 
him in that confuſion: But he whoſe condition (al- 
though it be ſad) is ſtill under the Adaſtery of rea- 
ſon, and hath time to deliberate, unleſſe he places 
his hopes upon ſomething that is likely to cure his 
miſery or at leaf to eaſe it, by making his affficti. 
en leſſe, or his patience more, does deſerve that mi- 
a

fer he groanes under: ſtripes and remedileſſe miſe- 

ries are the lot of Fooles, but afflictions that hap- 
pen to wiſe men or good men, repreſent indeed the 
ſadneſſes of mortality, but they become Monuments 
and advantages of their Prety and Wiſdome, 

In this moſt unnaturall Warre commenced a 
gainſt the greateſt ſolenntties of Chriſtianity, and 
all that is called, God, { have been put to it to run 
ſfome whether to Sanctuary; but whether , was ſo 
great 4 queſtion, that had not Religion been my 
guide, I had not known where ts have found reſt or 
ſafety, when the King and the Lawes, who by God 
and Man reſpectivelꝝ are appointed the proteftors 
of Innocence and truth, had themſelves the greateſi 
need of a Protector. And when in the beginning of 


zheſe troubles I haſtened to His Majeſty, rhe caſe of 


the King and Hu good Subjetts, was ſomething 
like that of | ſaack, ready to be ſacrificed, the wood 
24s prepared, the fire kindled,the knife was lift up, 
and the hand was ſtriking, that if we had not been 
Yomething like Abraham to, and againſt hope 
Gave believed in hope, we had been as much without 
Comfort, as we were iu out ward appearance with. 

ont remedy. 
It was my cuſtome long ſince to ſecure my ſelfe 
againſt the violences of Diſcontents abroad, as 
Gerſon did againſt temptatios, in angulis & libel- 
lis, in my bookes and my retirements: But now 7 
wa 


was deprived of both them, and driven to a pnblike 
view aud participation of thoſe dangers and miſe- 
ries which threatned the Kingdom, and diſturb d 
the evenneſſe of my former life. f was therefore 
conſtrained to amaſſe together all thoſe arguments 
of hope and comfort by which Men in the like con- 
dition were ſupported, & amongſt all the great ex- 
amples of trouble and confidence, I reckgn'd King 
David one of the biggeſt, and of greateſt conſidera- 
tion. For couſidering that he was a K ing. wexed 
with a Livill- Warre, hizcaſe had /o much of ours 
in it, that it was likely the devotions he uſed might 
fit our turne, and his comforts ſuſtaine us. And in- 
aced when I came to look upon the V ſalter with 4 
ne erer obſervation, and an eye ailigent to efþy m 
advantages and remedies there depoſited, 1 found 
very many Prayers againſt the enemies of the King 
and ¶ hurch, and th: miſeries of Warre, { found 
ſo many admirable promiſes, ſo rare variety of ex- 
preſſions of the mercies of God, ſo many conſolatory 
hymnes, the comme mor ation of [0 many deliveran= 
ces from dangers, and deaths, and Enemies, ſo 
ny miracles of mercy and ſalvation, that I began 
£ ſo confident as to believe there could come no 2 
fiction great enough, to end ſo great a flock of 
comfort as was laid ap in the treaſure of the Pſal- 
ter: the ſaying of S. Paul was here verified, if ſinne 
[and miſery \ did abound, then did grace ſupera- 
1 bound, 


bound: and as we believe of the Paſſion of Chrift, it 
was ſo great as to be ableto ſatisfy for a thouſand 
Worlds; fs it is of the comforts of Davids P/almes, 
they are more then ſufficient to repaire all the brea- 
ches of Mankind, But for the particular occaſion 
of creating conſidences in us that God will defend 
hu Church, and his Annoynted , and all that truſt 
in him, againſt all their Enemies, (which was our 
Caſe, and contained in it all our needs for the pre- 
ſeut) found ſo abundant ſupply, that of 150, 
P [almes, ſome whereof are Hiſt oricall, many Eu- 
chariſticall, many Propheticall, and the reſt Pray- 
ert for ſeverall occaſions, 34. of them are expreſly 
made againſt Gods and our Enemies; Eleven ex- 
preſly for the Church. foure for the King, that i, a 
third part of the Pſalmes relate particularly to the 
- Preſent occaſion, beſides many clauſes of reſper(ion 
in the other which if collected into one, would of 
themſelves be great arguments F hope to prevaile 
in ſo good a canſe, | 
This which experience taught me now, I was 
wromiſed before by a frequent teſtimony of the Do- 
Mors of the Church, who give the Pſalter ſuch a 
\Eharatter as is due to the beſt and moſt uſefull 
Vool in the whole World. viz. The moſt profitable of 
\books: the treaſure of Holy inſtruttions, conſum- 
mationem totius paginæ Theologicz, the perfe- 
Aion of the whole Scripture : ſo the ordinary Gloſſe

calltit; arma juvenum, parva Biblia, tribulatorum 
ſolatia, the young mans armory, the little Bible, the 
comfort of the diſtreſſed, ſo others, to be ſaid by all 
men upon all occaſions, is the counſell of the moſt 
devout amongft them, But concerning the Pſatter 
there are good words enough, and reall obſervation 
of advantages in the ſeverall prefaces before the 
Commentaries upon the Pſalmes, ſet forth by the 
Fathers and Writers of the firſt. and middle ages. 
I leave the particular enumeration of them, to the 
Learned Divines of our Church, to whom it is more 
proper; the ſumme of them is this which Tertullian 
alone hath expreſſed in his eApology againſt the 
Gentiles, Omnes Bibliothecas, & omnia monu- 
mentaunius Propherz ſcrinium vincit, in quo, vi- 
detur thefaurus collocatus eſſe totius Iudaici Sa- 
cramenti. & inde etiam noſtri, h book alone of 
the Trophet David, hath in it ſome excellencies be- 
ond all the monuments of Learning in any Library 
whatſoever, and is the ſtore houſe erh of the Iew· 
iſh and Chriſtian Religion, But that which plea- 
ſes me moſt is the fancy of F. Hilary, expounding 
the Pſaltey to be meant by the Key of David, ſpo- 
kenof by S. Iohn in his Revelation: And properly 
enough; for if we conſider how many myſteries of 
Religion are open'd to us in the Pfalter, how many 
things concerning Chrift, what cleare vaticinats- 
ons concerning his Birth, his Prieſtbvod, his 1.4 
em, 


dom, his Death the wery circumſtances of hu Paſſi- 
on, his. Refurrection, aud all the degrees of his Ex- 
altatian more cleerly and explicitely recorded in the 
Fſalter, then in all the old Prophets beſides, we. may 
eaſihy believe that Chriſt with a Key of David in 
bn hand, 16 nothing elſe but Chriſt fully open d and 
manifeſted to us in the Pſalmes in the whole myſte- 
ef our Redemption. Omnes penè pſalmi Chri- 
ſti perſonam ſuſt inent, ſaith Tertullian. Almoſt all 
the Hſalmes repreſent the perſon of Chriſt. Now 
this Key of David, opens not only the Kingdom of 
Grace. by Revelation of the myſteries of our Religi- 
on, but the Kingdom of Heaven too, it being ſuch a 
Collection of Prayers, Suchariſt, atts of hope, of 
love, of patience, and all other Chriftian virtues, 
that as. the everlaſting K ingdome is given to the 
Heire of the Houſe of David, ſo the Honour of o- 
pening that Kingdom is given to the firs} Prince 
that family; the Pſalmes of his Father David are 
one of the beſt inlets into the Kingdom of the ſonne. 
Something to this purpoſe is that ſaping of one of 
the old Ooctors, vox pſalmodiæ ſi recto corde di- 
rigatur, in tantum omnipotenti Deo aditum ad a- 
nimum aperit, ut intentæ animæ vel Prophetiæ 
myſter ia, vel compunctionis ſpiritum infundar, 
The ſaying or ſinging of Pſalmes opens 4 way ſo 
wile for God to enter into the heart, that a devon, 
ſeule does uſuaſꝝ from {ach an imployment reteive 


the 


the grace of compundtion and contrition, ar of un- 
derftanding Prophecies. . 
pon ſuch premiſes as theſe,or better, the Charch 
of Godin all ages hath made Davids P/alter the 
greateſt part of her publike and private devotions.” 
ſometimes dividing the Pſalter into ſeven parts, 
that every weeks devotion might end it all, 
Sometimes decreeixg that it ſhould be ſaid day 
and night Otherwhile injoyned the recitation of 
the whole Pſalter before t hecelebration of the bleſ- 
ſed Sacrament; and after ſome time it was made the 
publique office of the ¶ harch. 
t was the generall uſe of Chriſtendome, to ſay M 
the Pſalmes Antiphonatim, / way of verſe and an- 
ſmer, ſaith Suidas; and ſo Ancient, that the Relags- 
ou, of F. Marke in Alexandria æſed it, ſaith Philo 
the lem; and S. Ignatius, or elſé Flavianus and Dio- 
dorus brought ir firſt into the Church of Antioch. 
And for the private Devotions, that they chiefly 
conſiſted of the Pſalmes we have great probability 
from the ſtrict requiring it of the Clergy, and par- 
ticularly from them who came to be ordayned,great 
readineſſe of ſaying the Plaiterby heart, t was . 
Hieroms counſell eo Ruſticus, and when $,Gregos 
ry was to ordaine the Biſhop of Ancona, his inquiry 
concerning his ¶ anonicall ſu ficiency was, if he could 
ſay Davids P/almes without book ; and for a diſabs. 
liiy of doing it, Iohn the Prieft was rejetted from 
the 
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the Biſhopricke of Ravenna, But this I conceive 
more relates to their private, then to their publike 
devotions, for I cannot thinke but that in reſpect of 
the publike Liturgy, it was enough for Biſhops and 
Priefts to read the Pſalmes; the requiring abi- 
lity to remember them was to ingage them to a fre- 
quent uſe of ſo admirable devotions in their private 
Offices. 
But the Pſalmes were not only of uſe to the Church, 
as they lay in their owne poſition and forme, but the 
ale vout men ef ſeverall ages drew them into Colletts, 
/ Antiphonaries,* Refonſories, and all other parts of 
their devotions, They made their Prayers ont of the 
P{almes, their confeſſions, their doxologies, their 
ejacnlations for the mot part were clanſes or peri- 
ods of the Pſalter. StHierome made a collection of 
choice verſicles,and put them together into their ſe- 
verall claſſes,and that was much of hu devstion: (he 
Collection is ſtill extant under the Name of It Hie- 
rom's Pſalter. S: Athanaſius made an Index of the 
ſeverall occaſt ons and matters of prayer and Eucha- 
riſt, and fitted Pſalmes to each particular, that was 
bis devotion, the Pſalmes intire as they lay, only he 
wade titles of his owne, I have ſeen of latter time 4 
Sort hymne of ſome eight verſes, which are indeed 
very choice ſententes ont of ſeverall Pſalmes ſet to-

gether to make un a compendium of Liturgy or Fre- 


viary of our neceſſities and devotionscolletted by St 
f Bernardine, 
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Bernardine, it 104 very good Copy tobe followed. 
But if we look into the old Liturgies of the Eaſtern 
and Mete: n ( hurches and where we will almoſh ine 
to the private dewotions of the old writers, we may 
ſay of them in the expreſſion of the Prophet, Hauri- 
ebant aquas ę fontibus Salvator is, they drew their 
waters from the fountaines of our Bleſſed Saviour, 
but through the limbecks f David. 

But the praclice of thus devotion f derived from 
a higher precedent, even of Chrift and his Apoſtles: 
for before the paſſion immediatly,they ſung a Pſalm, 
faith the Scripture, Hymno dicto, ſaith the vul gar 
Lat ine, having recited or ſaid a Yſalme. But how. 
ever, it was part of Davids Pſatter that was ſung, 
it was tbe great Allelujai,as the femes called it, be. 
giuning at the 11 7 pſaime, to the 119 excluſively, 
part of that was ſung. But this devotion continued 
with our Bleſſed Saviour as long as breath was in 
him. for when he was upon the Croſſe he recited the 


22th P/almead verbum, faith the tradition of the 


Church, and that he began it, ſaith the Seripture, 
An God, My God, why haft thou forſaken me? The: 
whole pſalme is rather a hiſtory then a prediftion of 
the paſſion; and what Tertullian ſaith of the whole 
Pſalter us particularly verified of this, filium ad 
Patrem,id eſt, Cbriſtum ad Deum verba facien- 
tem reprefentat, it repreſente the Sdunes addrrſſe 


6 his Father that is, Chriſt ſpeaking to God. Againſt" 
| | the 


tbe example of Chriſt if we confront the practice of 

Antichriſt nothing can be ſaid greater in commen- 
dation of this manner of devotio; for B. Hippolytus, 
in his oration of the end of the world, ſaith, that in 
the dayes of Antichriſt Pſalmorum decantatio ceſ- 
ſabit, hey ſhall then no more uſe the ſinging ar ſaying 
of the P[almes, which when Thad obſerved. with - 
out any further deliberation I fix diupon the F ſal- 
ter, as the beſt weapon agaiaſt him, whoſe comming 
we have great reaſon to belie ve is not farre off, ſo 
great preparation is making for him. 

From the example of Chriſt thu grew to be a 
Practice Apoſtolicall, aud heir devotion came ex- 
alli home to the likeneſſe of the deſigne of this very 
Booke: they turn d the Yſalmes into prayers, 

Thus it was ſaid of Paul and Silas. Act. 16. 
They prayeda Pſalme, /e it i in the Gre ebe; and 
we have a ( opy left us of one of the prayers or col- 
lects which they made ent of the bowells of the ſe- 
cond pſalme, ut ; in the fourth ¶ hapter of the Acts, 

beginning at the 24 verſe, and ends at the 31. And 
nom I have ſhowne the reaſons of my choice, and the 
precedents that Thane followed. This laſt coms home 
ro every circumſtance of my Book, I anly adde this, 
that fince according to the inſtruction of our bleſſed 
Saviour, God is to be worſhipped in Spirit and in 
exnth uo worſhipping can be more true, or more Spi- 
neuall then the Pſalter [aid with a pure mindand 4 
—_ hearty 


heart y devotion, For David was Gods inſtrument 


ro the Church, teaching and admoniſhing us (as ur 
duty is to each other) in Pſalmes and Hymnes, and. 
Sirituall Songs, and the Spirit of truth was the 
Grand Dittator of what David wrote; ſo that we 
may confidently uſe this devetion as the { hurch of 
God ever did making her addreſſes to God moſt fre- 
quently by the Pſalmes: ſo Prudentius reports the 
guiſe of ¶ hriſtendome.

The Prayers which have collefled out of the 
P/almes are nothing elſe, but the matter of the 
Pſalmes put into another mood, and fitted to the ne- 
ceſſities of ¶ hriſtendome, and of our ſelves in parti- 
cular, according to the firſt deſignation or ſeco | 
intention of the bleſſed Spirit: for the uſe of them 
could not expire in the perſon of David, though firſt 
occaſioned (many of them) by his perſonall neceſſi- , 
ties: forall Scripture was written for our learning 
upon who the ends of the world are come,( ſaith the 
Apoftle) & Chriſt, & bis Apoſtles, and the (hurch 
of all ages, hath taught us by their example and pre- 
cepts , that the purpoſes of the holy Ghoſt were-of 
great extent, and the profits uniuerſall both for 
times and oecaſionss ſo alſo were the prayers which 
the 


the (Church made ont of the Pſalmes und ſung hen 
in her publike offices. S. Auſtin found great advan. 
rages by ſuch devotions,as himſelfe witneſſes; Cùm 
remmiſcor lacrymas meas quas Fudi ad cantus Ec- 
cleſiz in primordijs recuperatæ fidei meg mag- 
nam inſtituti hujus utilitatem agnoſco. hey I call 
to mind the many te ares I ſhed when ] heard the 
Hymnes and Pſalmes of the ¶ hurch, ! taunor but 
acknowledge the great benefit of this inſtitution. 
mud yet beſides the ſpirituall ſenſe of an actaall 
devotion, which is ſooner had in thu uſè of the 
Pſalmes then of other prayers, I have had a medi. 
tation that this manner of devotion might be a good 
Symbol and inſtrument of Communion betweene 
. Chriſtians of à different perſwaſion: For if we all 
would communicate in the ſame private devotions, 
it were a great degree of Peace and Charity, The 
Nicexe Fathers in their ⁊eale againſt Herefie, for- 
bid their People to be preſent at the prayers of He. 
retickes ; and they had great reaſon ſo long as they 
derived their Hereſie into their Liturgy, into their 
very formes of baptiſme: Bat I am much ſcandals- 
red, when } ſee a man refuſe to communicate with 
me in my prayers even ſuch as are in his owne brevs- 
ary or Manuall. For me thinkes it is ftrange that the 
Lords Prayer it felfe ſgould be unhallowed in the 
month of a Proteſtant, and yet the whole office from 
the mouth of ane of their Prieſts , though never ſo 


wicked, 


wicked, though a Necromancer, a ſecret Jew, or any 
thing, ſo of their ¶ ommunion, Hall looſe vo title of 
its ſanity and value. So long as nothing of coutro- 
verſie is brought into our prayers (and certainly we 
may very well pray to God without diiÞating) and 
devotion is not made a party, he that refuſes tojoyne 
with me in what bimſelfe confeſſes true and holy 
upon pretence 7 am a hereticke, will ä prove 
himſelfe a Schiſmmticke. For true ir is, 4 Heretick 
7 to be avoyded, that is in hi temptation and in his 
herefie, juſt as à noterions Fornicator, an Aduite- 
ver, a fentenc'd drankard,and nomere,the Apoſtles 
rule excommunicates all alike, with ſuch men no not 
to ate, and thu rule cannot with ſo much cafe and 
certainty be put to practiſe in the caſe of hereſie, as 
zu the caſe of drunk enneſſe, becauſe hereſie is at much 
harder to be judg'd, as the ſonle is more inviſible then 
the body, eſpecially if we make hereſie to be an error, 
not in the great articles of faith only, but to conſiſt 
ix minutes alſo,as all they doe who refuſe to commus- 
vicate with Perſons diſagreeing even in the (malleſt 
n. 

Fut he that is ready to joyne withall the ſocieties 
of Chriſtians in the world, in thoſe things which are 
certainly true, juſt aud piom, gives great probation 
that hr hath at leaſt, animum Cathoſicum, uo Schi/- 
maticall ſoule, becauſe he would actually communi-
